_Reuther placed an administrator over the Budd 


Wheel Local, What has been accomplished by 
this infringing on the local union's autonomy, its 
right’ to rule itself? Of course everyone knows 
that the Budd Wheel administrator was put there 
as a big club over other local union member- 
ships fighting the stranglehold of five-year, no 
strike, penny raise contracts. And plenty are 
fighting. 

Reuther's policy of going along with the Wall 
Street imperialist warmongers has weakened the 
bargaining power of the union all the way down 
to the departments. The contradiction of sup- 
porting the Wall Street war, and-at the same 
time (supposedly) fighting for the rights of the 
workers, comes out most clearly in the local bar- 
gaining procedure. The workers representatives, 
the stewards and committeemen, take the full 
force of the International Union and compary 


policy. The bargaining procedure does little or 
ncthing for the workers. 


At the Budd plant, as well as at many other 
factoties, some of the beefs come to a head in 
the form of walkouts, usually because the work- 
ers lost out in the bargaining procedure and 
figure that on-the-job action will be more effec- 
tive. After all, many of them remember thai’s 
how the union was built long before Reuther 
was president. 

Earl Reynolds, who is the administrator for 
Reuther over the Budd workers, told them at a 
meeting that he would not aid anyone who was 
disciplined by the company for leading a walk- 
out er participating in one. : 

The workers wilt struggle on the issues, be- 
cause that is the only method they have left in 
this period when the bargaining procedure, due 
to the five-year contract, works for the boss and 
when Reynolds openly works with the company 
and tells workers he won't suppo:t them. A 
movement may start for a stewards council-to 
give some: new leadership in the local. 

Something has to be done about the layoff 
of the chief steward who got a 30-day penalty.

® Fire Teacher Einstein Counseled 
© Rabbis Warn of Peril to Liberties 


WILLIAM FRAUENGLASS, 
New York high school teacher, 
whose plea for advice led. Dr. 
Albert Einstein to counsel de- 
fiance of congressional inquisi- 
tions, was fired by the Board of 
Education. Frauenglass was one 
of six teachers ousted from the 
school system because they chal- 
lenged the Senate Internal Se- 
curity Subcommittee. The teach- 
ers invoked. the Fifth Amend- 
ment in refusing to answer ques- 
tions about their political beliefs 
and affiliations. The board, act- 
ing after a stormy session attend- 
ed by several hundred specta- 
tors, dismissed the teachers on 
grounds that Sectiop 903 of the 
City Charter forbids city em- 
ployes to invoke the Fifth 
Amendment. Thus guarantees of 
the Constitution are gradually be- 
ing destroyed by the high-sal- 
aried lawyers.of New York City’s 
Corporation Counsel's olfice.
